In 1836 John Lee, Esq., LL.D., gave the Advowson of the 

living of Hartwell; in 1844 he gave the Advowson of the living of 

Stone. In 1879 these Advowsons were repurchased by "his heir, 

Edward Lee, Esq., for £700. 

The Lawson Bequest (1856): Henry Lawson, Esq., bequeathed to 
the Society the sum of £200, free of legacy duty. 

The Carrington Bequest (1876): R. C. Carrington, Esq., F.R.S., 
bequeathed to the Society £2,000 Consols. This was sold in 
1899, and stands now in £1,881 14s. London and North-
